Washington, Sept. 12.—An official 
sablegram 
was

French embassy today from

deaux. 
It was as follows: 
“The French general staff 
made 
known today that the first German 
Army continues its backward move­ 
ment ; 
three of its corps were re­ 
mised last night between Yillers and 
“soissons. 
We have 
in 
four 
days 
gained from sixty to seventy-five kil­ 
ometers (40 to 47 miles.) 
“in the second 
army 
the 
tenth 
•orps pnd the guard, repulsed north­ 
ward, is also 
withdrawn. 
In 
the 
’hampagne (he third German 
army 
ias also 
withdrawn. 
The German 
enter lifts thus at last given ground 
it'ter a hard fight in the region be- 
ween Sezanne and Vitry. 
In tlie Al- 
joiine the fourth German army was

‘‘The fifth German army, after at- 
empting a very serious effort on our

RETREAT IS NEARLY A BOUT 


German Ammunition Exhausted and 


Food Supply is Running Low. 


(By United Press.) 
Paris, 
France, 
September 12.— 
The German retreat on the French 
left is re|>orted to be gradually as­ 
suming the conditions of a rout. The 
Germans 
have 
almost 
exhausted 
their ammunition and their food s u p ­ 
plies are adinittedly running low. 
In the Center the fighting is now 
most serious in the Argonne district 
the Germans having 
been 
forced 
hack several miles 
from 
Sezanne. 
They have also 
fallen 
hack 
from 
their new position near 
Yitrv 
Le 
Francois. 
Although 
heavily 
rein­ 
forced the Germans have been unable 
to resume flu* 
offensive 
anywhere 
and it is freely predicted today that 
the capital will be moved 
baek 
to 
Paris some time next week. 
The first and second Britisli cav­ 
alry division, assisted by the French 
cavalry and light artillery decimated 
an overwhelming force of 
Germans 
northeast of Paris. 
The 
Germans 
were cut off from their base and al­ 
though they fought well, they were 
completely routed, losing more than 
half their strength 
in 
killed 
and 
wounded. 
In addition 
tlie 
British 
took (>,000 
prisoners 
and 
fifteen 
guns.

Ilindenburg’s victorious 
progress in

embassy today. 
In a wireless it sla­ 
ted that “the R u ssia n s attempted to 
relieve the pressure on the defeated 
left wing but were defeated. 
“The Russians attempted to cheek 
the Germans by launching the twen­ 
ty-second army corps against Gen­ 
eral Ilindenburg’s flank. 
According 
to official reports this was defeated. 
“In this encounter several batter­ 
ies were captured 
from 
the 
main 
Russian forts.” 
“At eleven o’clock today the Ger­ 
mans and allies 
presumably 
were 
continuing the struggle,” stated an­ 
other wireless message from Berlin 
this afternoon. 
“The Bax<»n army under General 
Non Hausen seems to have 
fought 
brilliantly and Fmperor William tele­ 
graphed congratulations to tin* king 
of Saxony on the splendid achieve­ 
ment.”

Russian War Office Declares Losses 


of Enemy Last Two Days Total 


125.000. 


30.000 
ARE 
PRISONERS 


Occupation of Tomaszow 
by Rus­ 


sians Entails Desperate Charge 


— Germans in Battle. 


(By United Press.) 
Petrograd, Sept. 12.—The war of­ 
fice announces that the 
efforts 
of 
General Von Auirenberg to reorga­ 
nize his fleeing fo rc e s in Galicia have 
failed and that the 
Austrians 
arc 
still in lull retreat. 
The total losses 
of the A u s t r i a n s in the last two day- 
are declared to total 
125,000, 
of 
whom 80,000 were 
taken prisoners. 
It is declared that so 
many 
Aus­ 
trians have been taken prisoner that 
the problem of caring for them is a 
most serious one. It lias been neces- 
sa 
to detail additional troops to 
guard them until they can be sent to 
the interior concentration camp®. 


The occupation of Tomaszow en­ 
tailed a desperate charge 
by 
the 
Russian forces on a 
strongly 
en­ 
trenched 
position. 
The 
Austrians, 
heavily reinforced by the Germans, 
fought desperately, but were badly 
('iit up and forced to retire in the u t ­ 
most confusion. 
The Russians took 
many prisoners here, including two 
generals of divisions. 
The Germans 
and Austrian- who are driven from 
Tourbine and Opole in Russian Po­ 
land, are still 
being 
harried 
by 
strong bodies of eossack cavalry. 


The Austrian- German center 
in 
Galicia is now reported to be 
near 
the junction of tIns Vistula and San 
rivers and it is admitted that during 
the last twenty-four hours they have 
been heavily reinforced. 
It is esti­ 
mated that 00(1,(100 Russian 
tr oops 
have been sent forward and that the 
total strength of the Russian armies 
in the field in Galicia 
and 
Russian 
Poland exceed 1,250,000. 


It was stated that in tin- last en­ 
gagement in the vicinity of Goredek 
only four men survived out of nine 
Hungarian re g im e n ts which were a t­ 
tacked by three C o s s a c k regiments. 
The Russian general 
advance 
con­ 
tinues, Petrokoff and 
Teznstoehoit* 
having been occupied, 
ll is stated 
that Russian armies an* being align­ 
ed for a movement, against Breslau 
and Posen. 


That the 
Russians 
have 
again 
gained notable successes 
over 
the 
Austrians and Germans 
along the 
Russian-Poland and Galician 
fron­ 
tiers was 
announced at 
the 
War 
office today. 
In addition it is declared the Driv­ 
ing 
movement 
of 
the 
Russians 
against the Austrian main army has 
resulted in a complete cutting off of 
the Austrian left 
wing commanded 
by General Dankl and that its cap­ 
ture or utter destruction is now con­ 
sidered certain. 
The war office also 
confirms 
the 
reported capture of Tomazow where 
General Von Auffenberg’s 
troops 
were reported strongly 
entrenched. 
It is stated unofficially but from a 
reliable source, that there will he no 
attempt at a general advance 
into 
East Prussia at this lime. 
The Rus­ 
sian plan of campaign, from the out­ 
set, has been planned with the com­ 
plete crushing of the 
Austrian 
of­ 
fense in 
mind. 
After 
Austria 
is 
crushed and the effectiveness of its 
fighting line ended then 
the 
main 
Russian army will move against Ber­ 
lin.

through East 
Prussia.

The ligate- as compiled include all 
the different levies, such 
as

The great­ 
est decrease in the total levy is no­ 
ted in Jackson township. 
The levy 
there was cut a total of twenty-six 
cents.

In Rushville city the levy w a s r a i s ­ 
ed twenty-four cents.

ville city is $.‘>.82 for this year and 
was $2.58 last year.

With mingled emotions of sadness 
and regret tin* boys 
and girls 
of 
Rushville today heard the news that 
the public playground in the city 
park 
had been 
closed 
for 
the 
summer. 
The equipment was taken 
down today and all that will not be 
used at the public school buildings 
this winter was stored in the Coli­ 
seum. 
The playground association 
felt 
that it would not be wise to leave 
the equipment tip this fall and winter 
when there would he no supervisor 
at tin* playground. 
The association 
knew that tin* equipment would be 
destroyed. 
The 
supervisor, 
Virgil 
Biuford, will begin his work as a 
teacher in the schools here Monday 
and for this reason it was necessary 
to close the playground today. 


The playground has been a success 
even beyond the fondest hope of the 
playground*association. The attend­ 
ance 1ms 1h*('ii far above, that expect­ 
ed by even the 


s o u s . 
The officers of the association 
knew, from their observations, that 
the playground lias been beneficial 
in more ways than one. 


Greater tilings are in store for the 
children of Rushville next summer, 
according to the announcement 
of 
tin* 
playground 
association 
to- 
dav. 
Many improvements are to be 
mad<*. 
The playground will 
open 
just as soon as school closes and a 
supervisor 
will 
be 
employed all 
through the vacation months. 
One of the plans for next summer 
is night supervision. 
Some object­ 
ionable tilings have oecured on the 
playground at night and neighbors 
have complained about foul language 
It is believed that feature will con­ 
tinue so long as there is no super­ 


vision at nights. 
Plans in mind now 
are to have lights over the appara­ 


tus so that some benefit may be had 
from it at nights. 
It is thought that 
many young men who work in fac­ 
tories and others who are occupied 
during the day might take advantage 
of the playground. 
Practically all of the money which 
was raised this summer by popular 
subscription to 
finance 
the 
play­ 
ground has been spent, it was an- 
nouneed today. 
The three most beneficial results 
of the playgrounds noted by those 
who have observed the children at 
play are that 
the 
children 
have 
learned to play well together, that 
they have learned to play without 
fighting and that they have learn­ 
ed t o play without using objectionable 
language. 
Of course, at first, it is 
stated, there were some small clashes 
but toward the hitter part of the 
season these rules were 
observed 
All of the equipment except the 
swings and giant strides were stored 
in the Coliseum today.

The prisoners taken 
were

starving. 
The British fed them beef 
and b isc u its which they ravenously 
devoured. 


The Germans have been separated 
completely as a result of their gen­ 
eral retreat on the allies’ left. Gen­ 
eral VonKluck’s and part of General 
VonBuelow’s armies are divided into 
detachments retreating in 
different 
directions. 
As a result 
they 
are 
proving easy to the British 
cavalry 
corps. 
A force of British 
cyclists 
found a German battalion in an iso­ 
lated piece of woods. 
They surpris­ 
ed them and killed 150, taking 
the 
remainder of prisoners. 
The losses 
of the allied armies are again repor­ 
ted as being in the ration of 3 to 1 
less than the Germans and it is de­ 
clared that the German rifie tire does 
not improve.

Lohdon, Sept. 12.— That there is 
not the slightest hope for 
speedy 
peace 
is 
accepted 
everywhere in 
England today. 
There 
viil be no 
compromise 
with 
Germany. 
This 
was made emphatically certain by 
no less a personage 
than 
Winston 
Uhmvliill, first lord of th e ,admiralty 
His speech last night at the Lon­ 
don opera house is everywhere ac­ 
cepted as the final word of the gov­ 
ernm ent to the suggestions of com­ 
promise coming 
from 
the 
United 
States. 


England will depend on her own 
resources to crush Germany. K itch­ 
ener has decided that a million men 
are to go to the continent. And in 
revealing this, Churchill also made 
it very clear that his own 
depart­ 
ment, the navy, expects to end f o r ­ 
ever the menace to peace of a Ger­ 
man navy. 


The speech was the most notable 
yet delivered in 
the 
present 
war. 
There was no claim 
of continuous 


sweeping victory. 
Instead the first 
lord warned that serious 
reverses 
must he expected and declared the 
government has 
made 
allowances 
for them. 
“But it is our life or Germany’s” 
ho declared. 
“And upon that there 
must and can he 110 compromise on 
truce. 
Wo must go forth unflinch­ 
ingly to the end.” 
Churchill revealed for 
the 
first 
time that workmen are being hurried 
night and day on all of the new w ar­ 
ships that are being laid down. 
Ev ­ 
ery vessel building in 
an 
English 
yard, no m atter for whom, has been, 
taken over by the government and 
will he rushed into service with the 
war fleet immediately upon comple­ 
tion. Regarding the army lie said: 
“To make the assistance of 
the 
empire complete in the present war, 
we should put on the continent and 
keep there an army of not less than, 
1,000,000. Tim I figure must be main­ 
tained no m atter what the stress. 
By the new year, 
E arl 
Kitchener 
tells me that we will have an addi­ 
tional half million men ready for the 
field. 
And in the summer of 1015 
we will have twenty-five army corps 
in fighting shape.”

Inspection of High 
Schools 


Has Been Uniform 


(By United Press.) 
Indianapolis, 
Sept. 
12.—‘‘The 
school teacher lias a rare opportu­ 
nity in this war time to compare the 
benefits of peace with the horrors 
of war and to show how the unbias­ 
ed and impartial inquiry into both 
sides of the question, cool-headed­ 
ness and unerring 
judgment on the 
part of men at the head of national 
affairs may preserve a country in a 
threatened national 
crisis.” 
With 
this statement 
Charles A. Great­ 
house, state superintendent of public 
instruction gives the cue to Indiana 
teachers on the eve of the general 
resumption of school. 
lie writes the 
following review of the past year 
and forecast for the opening year: 


BY CHARLES A. GREATHOUSE 
(W ritten for United Press.) 


This înonth will see the opening 
of eight thousand school buildings in 
the state of Indiana, and the en­ 
trance to those buildings of 
five 
hundred thousand boys and girls to 
be under the influence and instruc­ 
tion of seventeen thousand teachers. 
The maintenance of these schools 
will cost the State of Indiana seven 
million 
dollars. 
These 
conditions 
were never more propitious for a 
splendid school year, and never were 
more opportunities offered for vital­ 
izing «ill school work and correlating 
the subjects taught, not only one 
with another, but with the commun­ 
ity activities 
outside. 
As 
school 
officials, teachers, pupils and patrom 
we shall fall far short of our oblig­ 
ations to the State and Nation if the 
year 1914-15 does not find us should­ 
er to shoulder in our efforts, not only 
to advance the public schools, 
but 
as citizens to meet squarely, honest­ 
ly, and with open minds, trying ques­ 
tions that confront us. 


The year 1914-15 finds the Ameri- 
:mi people, alone, 
at peace 
with 
her 
nations. 
This 
school 
year 
nenod with the most extensive and 
»ody conflict in progress that ha 
>er been recorded. 
The subjects 
>f Geography and history will find 
at every turn a point of application 
to these stirring events.

years.

The school year of 1913-14 was 
one of the most successful in the 
history of Indiana, not only because 
of the enthusiasm and 
interest 
of 
school officials, teachers, and pat­ 
rons in the special objects to be 
acheived within the school term it­ 
self but because of the introductory 
steps taken in cert.ain 
phases 
of 
school work hitherto disregarded— 
educational resources and extend the 
field in which to operate and apply 
the principles underlying the 
sub­ 
jects of thé curriculum. 


For the first time in the history of 
the State the inspection of the high 
schools has been uniform, and at 
less expense than ever before these 
schools have received the undivided 
attention of a thoroughly capable 
and experienced educator. 
The re­ 
sult is, that the place and purpose 
of the high school as a department, 
or of public school system is better 
understood, making possible a clear­ 
er interpretation of the course of 
study and its application in class 
instruction. 


The year 1914-15 is rich in pos­ 


sibilities for the Indiana High school. 
The most 
complete 
and 
detailed 
course of study ever prepared for 
the high schools 
by 
the 
teachers, 
with the continued efficient services 
of the high school inspector, and the 
growing interest 
of 
patrons 
and 
young people in high school educa­ 
tion, the coming school year should 
yield unprecedented returns in high 
school work. 
Vocational education 
has taken 
the first steps a s a legalized and or­ 
ganized line of work in our schools. 
Practically every school house in In­ 
diana now p o s se ss e s some equipment 
for instruction in vocational lines. 
The coming school year will >ee this 
work fairly launched in Indiana, and 
its largest success, its 
permanent 
social effect 
can only be brought 
about through the 
cooperation 
of 
patrons, teachers, and pupils w ith a 
full realization that the subjects of 
Domestic Science, Agriculture, and 
Manual training can never be of pro­ 
fit when taught as bodies of system­ 
atized knowledge. 
Their great value 
will be found in the constant solu­ 
tion of simple problems and projects 
of every day life, selected from en­ 
vironment of the students with a view 
to developing ideals 
of thrift and 
economy. 
The future of this nation 
is bound up with the 
question of 
economy. 
If 
Domestic 
Science 
teaches them how to amke useful 
articles at little cost, how to work 
in our public schools will be ot last­ 
ing benefit to the state. 
During the past year more experi­ 
ments have been made in the use of 
the school as a social center. 
The 
consolidated schools 
are 
supplied 
with auditoriums that are opened not 
only for school entertainments and 
gatherings, but for neighborhood and 
district meetings of various kinds. 
In these rooms the farmers convene 
to discuss, in their institutes, q u e s ­ 
tions of common interest. Here lec­ 
tures are given by eminent speakers, 
on live topics of the day. 
Musical 
and social entertainments are 
held 
in these school buildings not only 
during the evenings of the 
school 
year, but in the summer time. 
The 
same use 
been made of the dis­ 
trict sci i 
which thereby 
servi s a 
' only in which 
to educate the ciuiuien of the school 
corporation, but one in which to pro­ 
vide for the instruction 
and enter­ 
tainment of the adult members as 
well, thus bringing to the entire com­ 
munity larger returns for the money 
expended in the erection and equip­ 
ment of the building. 


An appreciation of the necessity 
for continued professional 
growth 
is becoming firmly established in the 
minds of the teaching force of Ind­ 
iana. 
The past summer found the 
training 
schools of the state filled 
not only with the 
young 
teachers 
seeking to enlarge their 
education 
and training and to modify it in har­ 
mony with changing ideals and con­ 
ditions 
Not alone in our training 
schools have the teachers been en­ 
larging their educational views and 
knowledge, but the other states and 
in foreign lands 
they 
have 
been 
broadening these views of life and 
education by travel and newr experi­ 
ences. 


Representatives from the 
State 
Department were in a large number 
of the County Institutes of the state 
and give glowing reports of the ex­ 
cellence of the work done in most of 
these Institutes. 
The lectures and 
instruction outlined by those employ­ 
ed for the county Superintendents, 
the enthusiasm and earnest support 
of the teachers mark these institu­ 
tes as exceptionally ^ood. 


There can be only one outcome to 
such work and that is better schools. 
It cannot be said too often that the 
teacher is the 
main spring of the 
school and he is the great teacher 
who is always alert to all the 
op­ 
portunities for a larger education, 
who is in touch with every movement 
that can be utilized in making con­ 
crete and possible to be applied, the 
underlying principles of the subjects 
of instructions.

It’s persistent pursuit 
of the British has undoubtedly caus­ 
ed much exhaustion among rank and 
file while the suggestion is now made 
for the first 
time in German and 
French reports that the allies are 
outnumbering the invaders. 
The conditions existing last week 
are now being reversed. 
Today the 
German right is being shoved north­ 
ward to the halfway block houses 
between Paris and the Belgian-Lux- 
emburg frontier that comprise the 
defense of the LaFere-Laon-Hheims 
line 
Last week the allies were being 
driven southward upon these same 
fortifications. 


The present position of the re­ 
treating Germans is not as good as 
was the ground occupied last week 
by the harassed left of the allies. The 
allies had their flanks clear of natur­ 
al 
encumberances 
The 
German 
right, however, is now moving back­ 


ward toward a difficult region filled 
with woods, swamps and ravines. 
The danger is considerable that 
the vicinity of Rheims will 
see

An under estimate of the Germans 
moving that way was made by Gen­ 
eral Joffre’s advices to the 
English 
field marshal and no adequate effort 
was made by the French

their suddenly overwhelmed allies. 
The inestimable strategic 
advan­ 
tage to France of Belgium’s resist­ 
ance is once more demonstrated. 
If time had not thus been given for 
the arrival of the British expedition­ 
ary force, the 
French 
left 
would 
have been overwhelmed and the fall 
of Maubeuge might have 
become a 
second Sedan. 
The present infavor- 
able position of the 
allies 
before 
Paris, probably never 
would

been attained had it not 
been

Belgium and

Britain.

German general staff seems to have 
correctly estimated that the French 
would do, but have lacked insight in­ 
to the characters of the Belgians and 
the British.
